Practice Prerequisite

interested in becoming forestry 
officials to accept the responsi- 
bilities and labor of a summer 
fire-fighter’s job stems not mere- 
ly from a desire to preserve the 
nation’s forests, but from. stif- 
fened. prerequisites for future 
positions. Practical experience in 
forestry work has become a re- 
quirement. _ 

"Work to Be Hard 

No weakling’s paradise is sum- 
mer. work in the: State’s fire 
suppression department. For 
those desirous of increasing their 
muscle percentage, a position of 
this type is exactly ‘what the 
doctor ordered. Included in the 
multiple duties which will be 
part of every accepted man’s re- 
quired labor will be general man- 
ual labor. Manual labor, as in- 
terpreted by the forestry pamph- 
let -covers roadbuilding, main- 
tainence, ditchdigging, the con- 
struction of minor structures, all 
besides the announced work of 
fire-fighting. 

Living. quarters will be situ- 
ated in isolated districts of Mon- 
terey and San Benito counties. 
And the pay for the lucky win- 
ners will be $85 a month. 

Examinations to Be Physical 

As can be readily gather from 
the enumeration of the items on 
the work schedule, not every 
male student of the college is 
necessarily a likely candidate for 
these positions. 

Due to the strenuous nature of 
the effort expected of future 
workers, those accepted must 
necessarily be of sound mind and 
body. Therefore it is natural to

Annual Conference of Col. Junior Colleges 
Held at Oakland Last Week; Werner Praised 


“The trend in attitude of ad- 
ministrators toward vocational 
education is indicative that col- 
leges are entering into the field 
of practical arts more than ever 
before. National Defense has 
shown that students who. are 
prepared to fulfill these types of 
jobs are able to demand higher 
salaries. In accordance, the jun- 
ior college has a greater respon- 
sibility than ever before because 
of the fact that more young peo- 
ple between the ages of 18 and 
25 are now attending such insti- 
tutions, resulting in a _ great 
broadening of its curricula.” 

This was the principal theme 
expressed at the annual confer- 
ence of the California Junior 
College Federation, of which or- 
ganization Mr. Richard J. Wer- 
ner of Salinas Junior College is 
secretary, and which he attended 
last week in Oakland. 

“The harmony that now exists 
between the junior college and 
the four-year college and uni-

versity has only recently ‘be- 
come realized,” stated Mr.. Wer- 
ner in recalling outstanding 
ideas expressed by various speak- 
ers at the conference, “and it is 
now possible for students who 
have completed two years of 
junior college to enter into the 
upper division of almost any 
state college or. university in 
America.” (Only recently Har- 
vard university, among the old- 
est in the country, consented to 
receive junior college graduates 
into its junior division.) 

One of the most timely topics 
which eame under- discussion at 
the session, according to Mr. 
Werner, was that concerning the 
value of a general college edu- 
cation in relation to possible fu- 
ture positions. 

“The value of a general, adap- 
table education can not be over- 
emphasized,” said Mr. Werner, 
“and even in the vocational cur- 
riculum we encourage students 
to learn the fundamental sub- 


jects, such as English, History, 
science, and languages.” 

Salinas Junior College received 
many high compliments during 
the course of. the conference, 


principally because it has been 
one of the few junior colleges 
which has conformed to the state 
law in regard to fees and dues. 
Recent ruling has branded the 
charging of any fees by the jun- 
ior college except that of regis- 
tration as illegal, yet many of 
these secondary institutions have 
continued to extract laboratory 
and other fees from incoming 
students. Also, President Wer- 
ner was commended on the high 
scholastic standing which has 
consistently been maintained by 
graduates of Salinas Junior Col- 
lege. 

For Mr. Werner, the confer- 
ence was just “three days of hard 
work,” as he was required to re- 
cord all speeches and debates for 
the federation’s minute books.

BALKAN CRISIS 


BALKAN NOTES—The stories} 
so far in this war have been 
mostly about tanks. The Nazis 
have the most tanks, so the’ sto- 
ries have been mostly about the 
Nazis. : 

This week the German tanks 
were sweeping through Jugo- 
slavia,, pounding Greece in the 
east and west, and rolling up the 
British army in North Africa. 
Certain armchair generals have 
expressed amazement at the 
lightning gains of the German 
division in Jugoslavia, Greece, 
and Libya against numerically 
superior forces. In reply to this 
it might be well to remember 
that no matter how brave a man 
may be, he can’t stand up in a 
uniform, a steel helmet on his 
head, a rifle in his hand and 
expect to survive, much less to 
defeat the attack of an oncom- 
ing tank. And yet that is what 
the Allies are trying to do. They 
must realize by now the futility 
of fighting in this manner. But 
there is little they can do ex- 
cept to fight and fall back as 
they are doing. The Germans say 
that the British are ‘“Dunkirk- 
ing” from Greece at this moment. 
The British say they are not, but 
it is interesting to note ‘that they 
do not add that they will not—. 

The most important fact so far 
in the Balkan campaign is the 
condition of the Jugoslav army. 
It has been split into so many 
parts that these groups which 
have escaped capture are _ inef- 
fetive by virtue of their small- 
ness. 

Furthermore, the Germans 
have driven a wedge across Al- 
bania between the Jugoslav and 
Greco-British forces. And while 
we are discussing the war in 
Greece, I cannot help but notice 
the similarity of the German 
strategy to that of the old 
Schlieffen, Plan. 

Third Time a Charm? 

This plan was first tried  un- 
successfully. during the first 
world war. It called for a wide 
sweeping movement through the 
Netherlands with the pivot point 
at Verdun. Had it been carried 
out completely this movement 
would have eventually encircled 
Paris from the south. 

When the Germans broke 
through the Netherlands | last 
summer, this plan and the possi- 
bility of its use were widely dis- 
cussed. It was used to a certain 
degree, but in this case, the Ma- 
ginot Line and not Paris was, the

With the possible exception of 
a few German generals, it is not 
known to anyone, if this plan 
will be attempted completely, in 
part, or at all.
